“Introduce me to your Chamber of 
Commerce and I’ll tell you what kind 
of a city you have."

ad- 
vance*along commercial organization 
lines throughout the country. 
The Chamber of Commerce tells 
| the story of community spirit in pro­ 
portion to the interest and support it 
is receiving from the citizens of the 
community. No organization is of 
value to a community when that or­ 
ganization exists in name only. 
It 
must have the hearty support and ac­ 
tive cooperation of the membership 
and the membership 
must include 
the men in the community whose in­ 
terests are bound up in the commun­ 
ity and who have influence among 
their fellowmen. 
The trouble with 
most business 
men and professional men 
is 
that 
they look upon their commercial or- 
i ganization as one of the institutions 
I of their town—a sort of a necessary 
evil. Once a year they dig up a stat­

had come from the American Bible

JE FERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. IO.— 
Persons who look over the list 
of 
officers of the house of representa­ 
tives and find that a postmaster, or 
this session a postmistress, is 
ap­ 
pointed may wander if this is not an 
unnecessary job. 
Those who are 
able to see the quantity of mail de­ 
livered to each representative each 
day know that it would be almost 
impossible for the regular postal au­ 
thorities to deliver all of this to the 
individuals. 
The representatives from the larg­ 
er cities are more favored than those 
from the rural districts so far as 
mall Is concerned, but any represen­ 
tative who introduces a bill that gets 
any amount of publicity may expect 
to receive many letters of commen­ 
dation and censure. Representatives 
from the larger cities also receive 
many letters from Individuals, clubs, 
societies and the like 
asking 
for 
votes for or against a special meas­ 
ure. 
Much of this seems to he wasted 
postage. 
A representative 
from 
a 
larger city in the state going over 
the mail one morning found about a 
half dozen letters out of a pile of 
twenty-five or more which 
were 
saved. 
The others were read only 
as far aa the paragraph asking that 
he vote for or against 
a certain 
house bill. 
Then they landed in the 
wast* basket. 
Usually bare requests for a vote 
one way or another and long state­ 
ments regarding some unimportant 
legislation go directly to the waste 
basket. 
This is also true of printed 
recommendations, 
resolutions 
and 
requests. 
Brief, concise statements 
from sources which are kiiown 
to 
the representative are the only ones 
which receive much attention from 
a legislator who is active and whose 
time is taken up with a big program 
of legislation in which he is interest­ 
ed. 
However, there are times when a 
letter may be too brief. One receiv­ 
ed from a Moberly citizen by a repre­ 
sentative said: 
“I want you to vote against house 
bill. 
It is a bad bill and should not 
be passed.** 
As the house 
bills 
have 
now 
leached the 500 mark the represen­ 
tative does not know just how 
to 
vote after reading this letter. 
Unsigned communications are an­ 
other variety that quickly reach the 
waste basket of an experienced leg­ 
islator. 
Most of 
them 
are 
read, 
however, for they 
usually 
contain 
considerable humor, if the recipient 
is able to consider a stinging, 
per­ 
sonal 
rebuke 
as 
humorous. 
Any 
member of the legislature who does 
anything to merit notice can expect 
to get his share of these unsigned 
letters of condemnation.

SAYS AMERICA SETS 
WORLD FOOD PRICES 


LONDON, Feb. IO.—An encourag­ 
ing forecast for 
improved 
British 
trade in 1923 is made by Felix 
J. 
Blakemore, president of the National 
Chamber of Trade. 
“I am convinced that our industrial 
conditions will improve," Mr. Blake- 
more writes, “and while paying due 
regard to the importance of our pre­ 
war European markets 
and 
their 
present stagnant condition, the pros­ 
pects of a greatly 
increased 
trade 
with our oversea dominions, crown 
colonies and 
dependencies 
are dis­ 
tinctly reassuring. It will be remem­ 
bered that early this year our over-! 


seas dominions floated large loans in 
London for. purposes 
of 
develop­ 
ment. 
These were mostly over-sub 
scribed, and now that the 
schemes 
are maturing, large orders for plant 
and machinery are being placed in 
Great Britain which 
will 
gradually 
expand as the work proceeds. 
“The foreign markets of the world 
—other than the United States—are 
increasingly active in their inquiries 
tor British goods, due in the main to 
the failure of Germany 
to 
execute 
orders, and also 
somewhat 
to 
the 
raising of the United 
States 
tariff 
wall by the passing of the Fordney 
tariff bill. If only we can reduce our 
costs of production, 
and 
therefore 
our prices, we shall be able rapidly 
to convert those 
inquiries 
into or­ 
ders.” 
Mr. Blakemore predicts that cost 
of production will be reduced by a 
fall of five points in the living price 


about March, and a further considei- 
able reduction 12 months hence. This 
is based on the appreciation of the 
value of the pound sterling in Amer­ 
ica, “which will enable American pro­ 
duce to be reduced in price to the 
consumer, and America is so impor­ 
tant a factor in the supply of food 
goods to this country, that American 
prices of food rapidly become world 
prices. 
“The increased food supplies, to­ 
gether with appreciation 
of sterling 
values, will undoubtedly bring cheap­ 
er goods to the consumer and if, by 
reducing the cost of living, 
it does 
not immediately reduce production 
cost of manufactured goods, it will at 
once increase the purchasing power 
of the British public and 
so stimu­ 
late the home demand for the goods 
we make."

LIQUIDATION OF 
BROKERS’ ASSETS 


KANSAS CITY. Feb. IO,—A m o 
tion will be filed, probably Monday, 
for federal court orders to liqui­ 
date assets of the Houston, Fible 
ic Co. bankrupt estate, and to call 
a meeting of creditors to elect a 
trustee for the immediate distribu­ 
tion of the sales proceeds to the 
creditors. 
J. W. Perry, feceiver for the de­ 
funct brokerage firm, returned to­ 
day after conferences in New York 
and Chicago on Houston, Fible set­ 
tlem ent matters. 
He reported suc­ 
cess 
from 
every 
conference 
that 
will add to the assets of the firm. 
"The New York Stock Exchange,1” 
Mr. Perry added, “has granted priv­ 
ilege to the receiver to liquidate 
securities of the Houston. Fible firm 
at membership rates. 
The member­ 
ship there was classed as suspend­ 
ed, not canceled, so that gives in 
the 
liquidation of securities, 
sav- 
ing 
one-half the commissions 
for 
the creditors.” 
Acceptances by creditors to the 
proposed liquidation plan were add­ 
ed in Mr. Perry’s absence. 
On his 
return today he found 90 per cent 
of 
creditors, representing 
85 
per 
cent of the liabilities, had signed 
approval of the plan to combine se­ 
curities with personal claims with 
firm assets in a liquidation order.

ST. LOUIS. Feb. IO.—A program of 
civic improvement. Involving the ex­ 
penditure of $87,372,500. apparently 
had been agreed upon by the voters 
of St. Louis today.. 
With returns I ; from ail except a 
few of the 618 precincts, it seemed 
virtually certain that twenty of the 
twenty-one 
bond 
issue proposals 
voted on yesterday had been adopt­ 
ed. 
The only one that appeared de­ 
feated wa* that for a new million 
dollar armory. 
While the vote on two of the pro­ 
posals, for the construction of the 
armory and an aqutrum, was close, 
the other nineteen carried by majori­ 
ties ranging from 3 to I to 6 to I. 
The outcome, in view of the unfa­ 
vorable weather conditions, which re­ 
duced somewhat the vote in the resi­ 
dence precincts, war surprising even 
to the most' optimistic of the bond 
supporters. 
Approximately 
90,000 
ballots were cast of a registration of 
230,000. 
“The adoption of this program of 
civic Improvement means a new era 
for St. Louis,” 
declared 
Wr. Frank 
Carter, chairman of the general coun­ 
cil on civic needs, which formulated 
the program. 
“The result of

election will

Students from Canton

each prisoner. 
Owing to the flim­ 
siness of the doors and gates, and

ELECTRIC POWER LINES 
NOW COVER MISSOURI 


Connected Transmission Wires Practi­ 
cally Tie Entire State Into ?. . 
Few Communities 


The ten years, 1913-1923, have made 
remarkable changes In the electric 
map of Missouri, electric service, meth­ 
ods of operation and points of genera­ 
tion and distribution of electric light 
and power. 
A survey made by the Missouri Com­ 
mittee on Public Utility Information 
shows that of 242 communities report­ 
ed, with a gross population of 1,568,000, 
46 per cent of the total population of 
the state, are now served by 38 trans­ 
mission pole lines, covering a distance 
of 2,240 miles within the state. These 
are electric distribution lines, each 
connecting from two to fifty towns and 
villages, served from one central sta­ 
tion generating plant. The 212 towns 


of Missouri served, practically in total, 
by a small number of generating pow­ 
er plants connecting and covering lb s 
state with transmission systems. 
The present development in respect 
to generation and distribution of power 
has made 46 per cent of the population 
of the State of Missouri a community 
directly interested in the matter of 
finance for electric public utilities, in 
the matter of rates and rate regula­ 
tion. 
The rapid development of this 
department of the industry will, within 
the next few years, throw practically 
the entire state into a few cpjnmu* 
nitles, as far as construction, opera­ 
tion and regulations of the electrical 
industry may be concerned.
